DEAR DR. LAMB - I’ve just 
come off a successful diet, go­ 
ing down to 170 pounds. I’m 40, 
five-feet- six, stocky build and a 
college professor, which makes 
me somewhat sedentary in 
habits. 
I’ve read your book on fitness 
and follow your exercise 
routines. I use a stationary 
bicycle each night to help out — 
about 60 minutes or so. I do ex­ 
tensive exercises for my ab­ 
domen. 
What is the relation between 
breathing and exercise? At 
what point in the exercise is it 
best to breathe in and out? 
When, after a meal, is it best 
to exercise? Also, what is the 
biochemistry involved here? 
Does one increase the usage of 
calories if he exercises right 
before a meal? 
What self tests can one apply 
to determine the success of ab­ 
dominal exercises? I’ve been at 
this for more than a year, doing 
most of your exercises. I have 
i extensive fat around my waist 
and do not seem to be getting 
I rid of it. 
On the basis of my descrip­ 
tion would you say that a daily 
¡intake of 1,600 to 1,700 calories 
should stabilize my weight once 
I get to 160 pounds? 
DEAR READER — You may 
have still more weight to lose 
than you realize. 
1 don’t think it makes much 
difference when you breathe 
duri ng y o u r e x e r c i s e s . 
Whatever is comfortable for 
you is all that matters. For 
weight training, it is usually 
1 recommended that you breathe 


in during the lift and out while 
returning the weight to the star­ 
ting position. You should avoid 
holding your breath in deep in­ 
spiration as you might do dur­ 
ing a chin-up. Breath holding 
ran trigger powerful reflexes 
that lead to fainting or collapse 
in some people. You should also 
avoid 
o ve r br ea thi ng or 
breathing too fast. This induces 
chemical changes in the body 
that also lead to faintness. 
Exercise before a meal if you 
are doing strenuous exercise. 
This is particularly true for 
heart patients, since digestion 
alone increases the work of the 
heart. Fatty foods increase the 
clumping tendency of the blood 
and decrease optimal cir­ 
culatory function. Wait at least 
two hours after a fairly ade­ 
quate meal before exercising 
vigorously. A good walk after a 
meal, in healthy people, is no 
strain and is often helpful. 
Healthy people don’t need to sit 
or lie down for long periods 
after eating. You will use the 
same number of calories with 
the same task whether it is 
before or after the meal. 
The best test for abdominal 
fat is your waistline and the 
amount of fat under the skin. 
You can tighten up your ab­ 
domen with exercise but exer­ 
cise won’t eliminate abdominal 
fat. 
Abdominal fat means you still 
have a lot of excess fat to lose, 
and that means more calorie 
restriction and continued exer­ 
cise routines.

LAMB — I’ve just 
come off a successful diet, go­ 
ing down to 170 pounds. I’m 40, 
five-feet- six, stocky build and a 
college professor, which makes 
me som ewhat sedentary in 
habits. 
I’ve read your book on fitness 
and fo llo w your e x e r c ise 
routines. 
I use a stationary 
bicycle each night to help out — 
about 60 minutes or so. I do ex­ 
tensive exercises for my ab­ 
domen. 
What is the relation between 
breathing and exercise? At 
what point in the exercise is it 
best to breathe in and out? 
When, after a meal, is it best 
to exercise? Also, what is the 
biochemistry 
involved 
here“? 
Does one increase the usage of 
calories if he exercises right 
before a meal? 
What self tests can one apply 
to determine the success of ab­ 
dominal exercises? I’ve been at 
this for more than a year, doing 
most of your exercises. I have 
extensive fat around my waist 
.and do not seem to be getting 
rid of it. 
On the basis of my descrip­ 
tion would you say that a daily 
intake of 1,600 to 1,700 calories 
should stabilize my weight once 
I get to 160 pounds? 
DEAR READER — You may 
have still more weight to lose 
than you realize. 
I don’t think it makes much 
difference when you breathe 
d u r i n g 
y o u r e x e r c i s e s . 
Whatever is comfortable for 
you is all that matters. For 
weight training, it is usually 
recommended that you breathe 


in during the lift and out while 
returning the weight to the star­ 
ting position. You should avoid 
holding your breath in deep in­ 
spiration as you might do dur­ 
ing a chin-up. Breath holding 
ra n trigger powerful reflexes 
that lead to fainting or collapse 
in some people. You should also 
a v o i d 
o v e r b r e a t h i n g 
or 
breathing too fast. This induces 
chemical changes in the body 
that also lead to faintness. 
Exercise before a meal if you 
are doing strenuous exercise. 
This is particularly true for 
heart patients, since digestion 
alone increases the work of the 
heart. Fatty foods increase the 
clumping tendency of the blood 
and decrease optim al cir­ 
culatory function. Wait at least 
two hours after a fairly ade­ 
quate meal before exercising 
vigorously. A good walk after a 
meal, in healthy people, is no 
strain and is often helpful. 
Healthy people don’t need to sit 
or lie down for long periods 
after eating. You will use the 
sam e number of calories with 
the same task whether it is 
before or after the meal. 
The best test for abdominal 
fat is your waistline and the 
amount of fat under the skin. 
You can tighten up your ab­ 
domen with exercise but exer­ 
cise won’t eliminate abdominal 
fat. 
Abdominal fat means you still 
have a lot of excess fat to lose, 
and that means more calorie 
restriction and continued exer­ 
cise routines.

Patrolman Leonard Ingham had had the dream again Monday night: a recurring 
nightmare in which he saw the heart of his native San Francisco engulfed in fire. 
That did it: he bought a $2,000 insurance policy on his house the very next day. He 
.slept soundly that night only to be awakened about 5 a.m. the next morning—April 18, 
:1906 — by a milk wagon horse prancing nervously. 
Across town at the Palace Hotel, touring Metropolitan Opera star Enrico Caruso 
was sleeping off a night on the town during which he had been entertained at 
Zinkand’s Restaurant by a young pianist named Elsa Maxwell. Nearby at the St. 
•Francis Hotel, actor John Barrymore was also entertaining in his room — a young 
'lady, assisted with several bottles of champagne. 
■ What the horse seemed to sense — dogs, too, often howl in premonition — several 
people actually witnessed. “I could see it coming up Washington Street,” said police 
sergeant Jesse Cook. “It was as if the waves of the ocean were coming towards us.” 
Atop Russian Hill, highest point in the city, artist Bailey Millard awaited dawn to 
^begin work on a landscape of San Francisco at sunrise which he had already entitled 
t“When Altruria Awoke.” Instead, at about 5:12 a.m., he is flung to the ground and 
Isees the whole city beneath him ‘‘rocking and rolling. Each crack would be the signal 
If or more chimneys, more spires, more cornices to be snapped off.” 
The city was writhing under a force greater than all the explosives used in World 
;War II, a force that overwhelms with instant terror when the very foundation of 
humankind, the earth, betrays and goes mad with a noise ‘‘like thousands of violins, 
¡all at a discord.” 
; Church bells clanging wildly. Buildings shaken like a dog’s prey before crashing 
¡into their own dust. Doomed homes creaking in their agony as though all their nails 
¡were being pulled out at once. And then, after earthquake, fire. 
* For three days San Francisco burned, its water system dropless from main breaks. 
The Nob Hill mansions of the mighty, the sleazy saloons and whorehouses of the 
Barbary Coast, Chinatown — all went in the inferno that burned almost five square 
miles and was only stopped by a dynamited fire break. 
Then it began to rain and patrolman Ingham returned home to find his house still 
standing and his new insurance policy safe in the kitchen 
But as many as 700 had died, 250,000 were homeless and the fatal flaw that underlies 
the city — the San Andreas fault — remains, leaving the question: not if history would 
repeat, but when?
